for those who travel the country in search 
of romantic localities and _ picturesque 
scenery, as they will enioy to their hearts’ 
content the view of these old structures 
rising on the top of a hill, perched on the 
rocks of a steep mountain slope, or reflect- 
ing their dismantled ramparts in the still 
blue waters of a lake. 
Old castles are to be found all over Italy : 
along its frontiers, where most frequent 
and fierce were the struggles, between diffe- 
rent races; on the lands disputed for cen- 
tnries between Popes add Emperors; along 
geasheres where piracy was a constant 
danger; or near the main highroads, 
“They usually rose on high, domimating 
Jocalitres so as to command large views. 
Semetimes they were erected over the ruins 
of. a Roman acropolis, and about them often 
eentred: villages and towns. These castles, 
alfhough. built in the most varied styles, 
atcording to the different topographic and 
chmatic conditions, have all in common three 
main architectural elements—namely, the 
wall emclosure, the stronghold, which was used 
both as watch-tower and as the last bulwark 
sé Of siege, and the manor of the lord.

It was the latter that was bound to acquire 
greater importance during the Renaissance, 
because of the usefulness of the old-fashioned 
defensive ramparts after the invention of gun- 
powder. 


Piedmont has numerous castles, particularly 
in the regions of Canavese, Monferrato and in 
the Valley of Aosta. Some of them, as those 
of Fenis and Verrés, with their high bare 
walls and few narrow hidden windows, Jook 
mysterious and stern; others instead, as the 
one of Issogne, which was the sea of a 
brilliant and refined ecclesiastical court, are 
Eo and more enticing; here the river 

ora runs lazily between green meadows and 
billowing hills, 


IN THE TRENTINO 


In the Trentino, the Toblino castle, half. 
hidden among high trees, reflects the battle- 
ments of its stronghold in the emerald waters 
of the lake. This heavenly place was donated 
by a gallant prince-bishop of Trento to his 
beloved flock. Further North are more castles 
which command narrow valleys crossed by 
winding rivers, recalling fierce, endless 
struggles. Near Bolzano is the castle of Ron- 
colo, whose severe aspect is graced in the 
interior by large frescoes decorating the 
princely rooms and representing the legendary 
tales of King Arthur and of Tristan. In 
this region one may also admire Castel Tirolo 
built over a Roman fortress. and the castles 
of Carnedo and Branzolo, lying among the 
famous vineyards whose golden-hued product 
was already known to the Roman emperors. 

It would take many volumes to describe 
al! the castles of: Italy, their stories and 
legends, based sometimes on fact and some- 
times on fancy. In Lombardy, almost every 
village and town has its own fortified town- 
hall, and numerous are the palaces, redoubts 
and fortresses which belong to the Sforza 
and the Visconti.» In Emilia, imposing castles 
are scattered along the roads that stretch 
from the Valley of the Po to Tuscany. 
Further South, in the regions of Umbria and 
Latium, rise other castles, once owned by 
the noble and powerful families of Colonna, 
Caetani, Orsini and Savelli. 


SOUTHERN CASTLES 


To-day the modernised network of smoothly 
paved roads stretching across the» whole. 
peninsula allows the tourist to visit comfort 


ably the wey ee which are not included 
in the standardi 


sed itineraries. He will be 
thrilled almost everywhere by the discovery 
of mediwval remnants of castles and 
fortresses. In Southern Italy he will see 
many others, besides the famous castles of 
Lucera, Barletta, Otranto and Castel del 
Monte, situated along the seashore: or om the 
slopes of the Apennines. Here lived iron- 
armoured ‘warriors,- whose wild habits 
gradually grew more refined and gentle in 
this peaceful land imbued by the old Latin

HE remarkable achievements oí the 
a Japanese swimming aces in the tenth 

Olympic Games at Los rest Me now 
nearly three years ago, are too fresh in every- 
body's memory to need more than mere 
mention. I]t is no exaggeration to say that 
they surprised the West as much as did 
Japan’s meteoric rise to her —— position 
among the Great Powers of the modern 
world after the gigantic feats of 1904-5. The 
eyes of the Western athletic world have been 
focussed upon the activities of the Japanese 
champions in this branch of sport ever since. 
During the last two years experts have come 
over to these shores all the ey from Italy, 
not so much to enjoy the world-famous cherry 
blossoms as to Shem of the Japanese 
swimmers. Brazil and other countries are 
likewise aspiring to prestige in this field of 
activity and have requested us to send either 
a coach or a few swimmers of rank. More- 
over, among experts in America and other 
countries, whose mermen and mermaids may 
well challenge comparison with ours, studies 
in the Japanese method of swimming through 
theoretic analysis and 16-millimetre films 
seem to be the order of the day. 


REMARKABLE PROGRESS 


As to why Japan has been able to make 
such remarkable progress in swimming ever 
since her first participation in the swimming 
contests in the seventh Olympic Games at 
Antwerp in 1920, all sorts of explanations 
have been offered by all sorts of people. 


FIGHTING SPIRIT 


Another reason may be found in the extra- 
ordinary fighting spirit, that grim determina- 
tion to win, which Japanese contestants 
always evince in all fields of sport. Unlike 
their English brothers, Japanese boys cannot 
remain content to look upon sport merely as 
a healthful diversion. They are out to de- 
feat their opponents. The will to win a, rs 
them to do their utmost, They deem it their 
duty to exert themselves to keep up the 
reputation of their school, of their native 
village, town or city, and of their country. 
In this connection it must be said to their 
credit that, eager though they are to exper!- 
ence the thrill of winning, they do not over- 
step the bounds of sportsmanship. — They 
know they must play the game, and they 
put this precept into practice. 


NATIONAL SUPPORT 


Added to their scientific methods of swim- 
ming and their eagerness to win, Japanese 
champion swimmers are fortunate in having 
the support and encouragement of the whole 
nation. This is because the average Japa- 
nese has a patriot:c desire to see his country 
recognised as on a par with, if not superior 
to, other nations. It’ goes without saying 
that whether or not national champions in 
international contests are given nation-wide 
support and encouragement makes all the 
Pi “a sé in in the world. That Japan, in 
sia of the considerable economic depression 
she was suffering, was able to send a strong 
delegation to the last Olymoic Games speaks 
eloquently of this. The delegation was 
honoured with an Imperial gift of money, 
and was also given a Government grant of 
80,000 yen, . 

Finally, mention must b> made of the 
utmost care and precautions Japanese coaches 
take to keep members of the team in the 
best of form. The constant efforts put forth 


by these eS coaches are, in fact, one 
of the important factors in the success of 
the Japanese swimming teams.

Another 
brother is the present Rector of Avoca, 
and his sister, Mrs. M. Turton, who lived 
for many years in England, has returned 
to Delgany to make her home again.

T HE approach of autumn, heralded by 

a cold snap and a host of reds in the 
flower garden, always makes for a 
reflective mood. But, anyway, the ques- 
tion at the head of this article has long 
been simmering in my mind—ever since I 
was present at a discussion in a women’s 
club of the new Act regulating conditions 
of employment, whereby it is in the power 
of a Minister to exclude women from 
certain types of employment. 

The whole question of women’s status, 
especially in Ireland, was under indignant 
review. Someone, however, put a query 
which nobody answered: '' han It our 
own fault if, since we got the vote, there 
have been no great changes for the better 
in social conditions? ”' 


LESS “ON THE SPOT” 


Well, is it? Are we inefficient? The 
question cannot, I suppose, be truthfully 
answered except in the singular. But 
taking it by and large and ignoring the 
causes, which if they do not justify 
may partly extenuate, it seems that 
both in matters of private business, and 
of citizenship in a wide sense, Irish women 
at home are very much less “on the 
spot ’’ than the majority of men. 

I sincegely hope that opinion will raise 
a storm of protest in the minds of readers | 
For after protest comes reflection. 

Let’s begin with the every-day business 
of conducting a household. How many of 
us plan the work and keep to the plan? 

Are the week's menus thought out on 
Monday, talked over with the cook (and 
if there is no cook planning is still more 
important) and checked up with supplies, 
so that the ordering can be done “‘ in one 
go,’’ and so save the endless fret and worry 
of finding, ‘‘ We are out of jellies, and 1] 
used the last of the rashers yesterday 
morning.”’ 


HOURS OF MEALS 


And in how many households are the 
hours of meals fixed beforehand with 
reference to the activities of its various 
members during the coming week ? i 

Too often a meal has to be scrambled up 
or kept hot for someone who has forgotten 
to say she will be home late or going out 
early. 

Then, is there a housekeeper’s desk? 


Are the paid and unpaid bills separately 
docketed and checked at the end of the 


month? Are letters answered at certain 
hours of the day or on certain days of the 
week—or is there a confused jumble of 
correspondence that must. be answered 
when someone suggests a theatre on the 
spur of the moment? 

‘Can you—this is getting personal—make 
head or tail of your bank book? or do 
you—as I heard a woman do the other day 
—ask: ‘‘Am I tó return these!” when 
handed a bundle of cancelled cheques? 
Are time-tables for train and ‘bus, recipe 
books, address book and engagement 
cal r on your desk where they can be 
found by you, or for you, at once? Per- 
, you don’t bother with time-tables, 
but just ring up the station—three-half- 
pence or so a time—whenever anyone 
wants to get a train. 


TELEPHONING 
As for telephoning—does anyone in Ire- 


land know how to do it properly? . I sup- 
pose five out of every ten women would 
confess themselves still baffled by the 
automatic telephone.

Most mothers of families and house- 
keepers resign themselves to a harried and 
harassed existence so filled with odds and 
ends that there is no clear space of free 
time for them. They have not awakenod 
to the fact that orders sent en live by 
telephone two or three mornings a week 
save endless shopping expeditions. 


THE CAR 


Then there is the question of machinery. 
There are still women who cannot remember 
that a car needs water and petrol and oil. 
Worse still—for they themselves are the 
worst sufferers from this inefficiency—they 
forget that thousands of others—motorists 
cyclists and pedestrians—have an equal 
right with themselves to roads. 

It is a regrettable fact that, if you 
look to see who is the driver of a car 
that turns in front of you without warn- 
ing, or stands parked exactly where 
pedestrians step off the pavement to cross 
a street, or comes towards you with a 
— indifference to cutting corners that 

river is usually a woman, 

The fact that 1 go in peril of my life 


from such drivers—for I am a cyclist— 
annoys me less than that women should 
display such a thorough lack of good 
citizenship. 

And then there are the women—they 
still exist in numbers—who are rather 
proud of their ignorance of what is under 
the bonnet of a car, or how an electric 
fire, fan, iron or vacuum cleaner can go 
wrong. Still more culpable is the woman 
who hag no notion where to turn off the 
gas, electricity or water supply in a case 
of emergency. 


NOT MUCH USE 


But “- what’? you may say “has all 
this got to do with the vote?” Well, im 
the first place, if a woman is not in the 
habit of conducting her house and her 
daily life in an efficient and orderly 
fashion she is not going to be much use 
in public affairs. On a committee, for 
example, the inefficient woman is a public 
nuisance. 

In the second place an efficiently con- 
ducted daily routine leaves leisure—plenty 
of it—for women to follow public and 
local events far more closely than they do, 
to form the well-grounded convictions 
backed up by a knowledge of facts which 
are the only sound basis for public action. 

If we were not, as a whole, so shockingly 
slack there would be in this country a 
solid body of opinion about the need for 
more child welfare centres, for public play- 
grounds, for a higher school-leaving age, 
for proper domestic economy training in 
all its. branches, and a dozen other matters 
closely affecting women and children 
which, since they are perhaps controversial, 
I had better leave to private speculation.

insurance companies, Mr. Ronald Oliver, 
counsel for the prosecution, referred to one 
of the men sentenced. in the fire conspiracy 
cases in 1933. 

He revealed that this man, Harry Gould, 
now serving a sentence of six years’ penal 
servitude, would be called as a witness. 

The two accused men are Roland Alfred 
Relph (39), of Dovedale road, West Bridg- 
ford, Nottingham, and Harry Davis Hayden 
(45), of Attenborough, Nottingham. 


CASE FOR PROSECUTION 


Counsel explained that Hayden was a 
partner in the firm of Horton Smith, insurance 
assessors, of Nottingham, and that Relph was 
a director of the firm of J. G. Thompson, also 
of Nottingham. 

“The case against them,” he said, “is 
that, representing these two entirely different 
and opposing interests, one of the companies 
and the other the claimants, they conspired 
together to rob the companies of money which 
ge sd to the companies, and divided the 


> 


money between themselves.’ 

He added that later other charges of con- 
verting money would be preferred. 

Speaking of two cases concerning Hayden, 
he said that the case turned to a considerable 
extent on the evidence of Gould. 

Leopold Harrts, who is still serving his 
sentence at Maidstone, was brought to the 
Court yesterday guarded by warders, but 
remained in a room below while his fellow- 
prisoner (Gould) gave evidence. 

Relph was not primu facie concerned to 
account for the money, said Mr. Oliver, but 
so far as Hayden was concerned he was the 
company's assessor, and it would be his duty 
to account for any moneys he received. 


CHARGES AGAINST HAYDEN 


He proposed to open two cases concerning 
Hayden. One was with regard to a fire on 
the premises of William Dobbs and Son, Ltd., 
of Leicester, in 1931. The premises were 
insured by the Sun Assurance Company, and 
the firm of Orton Smith were acting for that 
company, and Hayden was acting for Orton 
Smith. Relph was for the claimants. 

This case, said Mr. Oliver, turned to a 
considerable extent upon the evidence of 
Harry Gould, who needed no introduction. He 
was one of the principals of the fire con- 
spiracy cases who, in August, 19335, at the 
‘Old Bailey, was sentenced to six years’ penal 
servitude. 

No one would ask that there should be a 
conviction on the uncorroborated evidence of 
Gould, said Mr. Oliver, but Relph rang him up 
and told him he was acting for the claimants 
on the Dobbs fire. Gould was asked to come 
up. He saw the salvage, and agreed on a 
price of £230. ‘* You will see that if that was 
true there was Relph selling the salvagt which 
it was Hayden’s duty to sell.” 

Relph said that he wanted cash, and agreed 
to meet Gould in a Leicester hotel on Decem- 
ber 2. Gould drew a cheque for £230, the 
payee’s name being J. J. Thompson and Son, 
Ltd. It was not handed over to them, but 
_cashed in bank notes by a man named Turvey, 
a Satellite of Gould’s, and Turvey would say 
that he handed over the notes, or, at any rate 
some of them, to Relph. 

Continuing, Mr. “Oliver said that on that 
very day Hayden paid an account of £25, 
which he owed to a firm of furniture dealers, 
with a £50 note. 

On December 5, £50 in currency notes was 
paid into Orton Smith's banking account. 
They were not part of the money Gould paid 
over. 

“It looks as if it was not thought safe to 
pay into Orton Smith’s banking account notes 
which had come from Gould.”’ 

In the final report sent by Hayden on this 
case he said: '“ Your assuree stated that the 
salvage was useless to them, and we called

Some se gs) = Mr. Oliver, Gould 
ert was not getting 
enough salvage jobs from Hayden, and feeling 
that was being ignored he wrote a letter, 
saying: '' Dear Sir,—We shall be glad if you 
will kindly let us have a receipt for the £230 
paid on December 2, 1931, for salvage sale.”’ 

Relph had an interview with Gould, and 
Gould was persuaded to let the niatter drop. 
He was told that there would be plenty of 
favours to come from Hayden in the future. 

Mr. Oliver then dealt .with a case of a fire 
on June 12, 1932, at the Nygrens Leather Co., 
at Leicester, who were insured with the Royal 
Exchange. On June 14 Hayden reported once 
more that he had made all necessary arrange- 
ments for the immediate handling of salvage, 
and later a Mrs. Sophie Harris, another 
salvage buyer in London, with her brother, 
interviewed Hayden and arranged to buy the 
salvage for a sum in the neighbourhood of 
£3,200, 

Hayden asked her to give a cheque for 
£2,500 and the remainder in cash. On July 
8 Mrs. Harris drew a cheque for £2,500 to 
Orton Smith, which was endorsed by Hayden 
on their behalf, and passed on by him to the 
company, 


£400 IN NOTES 


“ With regard to the balance of £700 I do 
not think we ever shall be corroborated in 
any more than this—that on July 8 Mrs. 
Harris drew a cheque for £400, cashed it in 
notes, and these notes can to some extent be 
traced,” said Mr. Oliver. Her brother oo 
Cutler) took the notes in a sealed envelope 
and gave them, not to Mr. Hayden, but to 
Mr. Relph. Relph, according to Mr. Cutler, 

rodu a written authority signed by 

ayden to hand the money to him. It was a 
remarkable relation between these people, 
but that is true.’ 

In his report to the company on the ques- 
tion of the sale of salvage Hayden said: 
“Tt was sold for a figure which we ourselves 
consider be satisfactory—£2,500.”” 

“A sidelight on the value of the salvage 
is that Mrs. Harris sold it for £5,065,’ Mr 
Oliver revealed. ‘“* It does illustrate a cynical 
disregard of the duties for which he was paid 
by the company.” 


THE “FINAL CHAPTER" 


Mr. Oliver added that the final chapter in 
this story was not very creditable, and would 
be the subject of an additional charge against 
Relph. Mrs. Harris, he said, had had oral 
intimation not to send the goods back to 
Leicester, because they would come into the 
market in competition with Nygrens. She 
had the goods brought up to London, but the 
company to which she sold them either sent 
them or sold them to someone who sent 
them back to Leicester. 

Ou July 25, Relph called on Mrs. Harris 
and said words to this effect :—‘‘ I have been 
unable to get paid by my clients because you 
have sent the salvage back to Leicester 
You must compensate me by paying’ me 
£150, and 1 would like it in cash.” Mrs. 
Harris gave a cheque for £150, which he had, 
and which bore an endorsement. 

Mr. Oliver said that the transaction was 
not only discreditable, but enabled him to 
ask the magistrate to commit Relph for trial 
on a charge of obtaining money by false 
pretences. 


GOULD’S EVIDENCE 


There was a stir of interest when Mr. 
Oliver called Harry Gould. Gould, whose 
face was tanned, looked remarkably well, 
and wore a grey suit and a soft blue and 
white striped collar, with shirt to match, 
and a blue and red tie. Standing near the 


was a warder. 

Gould said his original name was Harry 
Goldstein. His name was changed by deed 
he Leopold and David Harris were his 

rothers-in-law. 

Gould said, in reply to Mr. Oliver, that 
in connection with the fire at Dobbs and 
Co., Leicester, Relph telephoned him at his 
private house at Ilford, saying that there 
was some good salvage. and asking him to 
to go Leicester to inspect it and make an 
offer. Relph said his firm was acting for 
the claimants, and that Hayden was acting 
for the insurance company concerned. 

Gould said that he saw Relph, and they 
agreed on a price of £230. Later Gould 
said: ' Hayden played a mean trick on me 
in reference to salvage at Leicester. JI 
thought it a mean trick. because he did not 
give me a chance of the salvage. This was 
the Morley fire.’’ 

When the Court adjourned for lunch, ap- 
plication was made on behalf of both 
prisoners for bail to be continuous over the 
adjournment and throughout the whole of the 
investigations in the Felies Court. To this 
the magistrate agreed. 

Hayden and Relph were remanded until 
September 2 on the same bail as before.

producing a revolver. 

Mrs. Alice Byrne, wife of the accused man, 
said that on the same occasion her husband 
threatened to blow her brains out. He had 
a revolver in his hand at the time. 

Detective Officer Craven deposed to finding 
one round of .32 revolver ammunition in a 
drawer in the defendant’s room.  - 

A remand was ordered until Monday, bail 
being allowed in £10.

HERE was a very big attendance at the 
annual Show of the County Sligo Agri-

APPEAL TO MINISTER 


Eventually the Chairman of the Housing 
Board issued instructions that witness was 
to leave the Castlebar scheme alone, in 
forming him that the Minister had 
approved it. To try and prevent the 
disaster he, saw ahead he called en the 
Minister and was left standing outside his 
door, 

After visiting Castlebar witness com- 
municated direct with the Minister to the 
effect that he was only trying to save the 
Government from disgrace. He appealed to 
him to pauge before erecting a monument to 
commemorate humbug and culpable ignor- 
ance, which would be a potential danger 
to the health and happiness of the human 
beings who would be required to live in 
the houses, and creating a new slum.

He then produced a photograph to show 
that on March 20, 1934, the walls of the 
cottages were cracked vertically and hori- 
zontally, and in such a manner that he 
could see the daylight through the crack, 
through one of which he put his steel inch 
tape doubled before the photograph was 
taken. 

The Inspector asked him would he hand 
in the photographs, and he declined, stat- 
ing that he would make him copies. 

Mr. Buckley then quoted a long letter, 
which he had addressed to the President 
of the Executive Council, consequent on 
witness having been asked for his resigna- 
tion.

In his letter to the President, he com- 
plained that a grave injustice had been 
done to him, and that everything he sug- 
gested to carry out the Government's 
housing intentions had been overruled by 
the Housing Board. He also stated that 
he was placing the facts before the Presi- 
dent in full confidence, so that he would 
make time to look into the matter, and 
see that justice was done to one who was

COST TO TAXPAYERS

The announcement made by Mr. Michael 
Buckley, M.Inst.C.E.I., at the Castlebar 
inguiry as to the reasons for his retire- 
ment from the Housing Board clears up 
a mystery regarding which there was a 
good deal of speculation a year ago, when 
the news of Wis resignation became known. 

The Board, which is described officially 
as the National Housing Board, was set 
up in October, 1932. According to the 
report of the Local Government Depart- 
ment, the Minister’s object in setting it 
up was “‘to promote an expeditious and 
economic solution of the housing problem,” 
The members of the Board were : — 

Mr. Michael Colivet, of Limerick. 

Mr. Michael J. Buckley, M.Inst.C.E.I. 

Senator Thomas Johnson. 

The same report stated that the Chair- 
man (Mr. Colivet) had an _ intimate 
acquaintance with rural housing condi- 
tions and the needs of small farmers and 
laboursrs. Mr. Buckley, who was formerly 
Dublin City Engineer, had practical ex- 
perience of urban housing, and Senator 
Johnson of labour conditions generally. 


NO SUCCESSOR 


Since Mr, Buckley’s retirement no 
successor to him has been appointed, and 
the Board is apparently carrying on 
without the assistance of any professional 
engineer among its members. It has not 
a separately organised staff, but works in 
collaboration with the Housing Section of 
the Department. 
The Board costs the taxpayers £2,000 
a year in salaries alone. In the estimates 
for the current year the provision made 
is as follows :— 

Chairman (£1,000, inclusive).. £1,000 

Two members (part-time) 

(£500, inclusive) £1,000

THE EXISTENCE OF 
TUBERCULOSIS 


- 


OVERCROWDING EVILS 


-“ 


AN important review of the health and 
sanitary conditions in County 
Dublin, with detailed reference to the 
situation in regard to housing, water 
supply, general sanitation, town planning, 
etc., is contained in the latest report of 
Dr. J. A. Harbison, Mu, D.P.H., 
County Medical Officer of Health and Chief 
School Medical Officer for the County. 
In a preface to his report, Dr. Harbison 
points out that Public Health services 
must not only busy themselves with getting 
things done, but with teaching le to 
do things for themselves. ‘ Individnally 
and communally we want to establish 
health as a habit, for this is the best 
means towards the prevention of disease 
and premature death.” 
In an area of 208,920 acres, with a popu- 
lation in 1926 of 100,528 the number of 
deaths through infectious disease compared 
favourably with that of previeus years. 
There were 16 deaths from diphtheria this 
year, as compared with 20 last year., and 
the mortality for infantile diarrhea fell 
from 29 in the previous year to 18. There 
was only one death from scarlet fever, 
but it is important to note that deaths 
through violence, 
showed a higher total than all the deaths 
due to acute notifiable infectious diseases. 


A FOOLISH BELIEF 


Dr. Harbison expresses the hope that 
the considerable difficulty experienced in 
obtaining sufficient beds for patients re- 
quiring institutional treatment will be 
met by proposed new accommodation, the 
Board of Health having undertaken to 
provide a new building in the Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire to include an up-to- 
date tuberculosis clinic. Unfortunately, 
tuberculosis seems to be well established, 
mainly because of the delay in seeking 
medical advice; but with the present 
facilities for diagnosis—laboratory, radio- 
logical and clinical observation beds— 
there is every hope of being able to arrest 
the disease if patients will only present 
themselves immediately suspicions are 
aroused. 

“A foolish belief that tuberculosis is 
always hereditary, and that because the 
patient’s family history is clear he is not 
likely to develop it, leads others to dis- 
regard the early symptoms,’’ continues the 
report. ‘‘ The sooner we can get our 
citizens to realise that tuberculosis is an 
infective process, and that much of what 
is attributed to heredity is infection from 
one generation to the next or between 
members of the same family, the sooner 
they will realise that, taken in time, it is 
an essentially curable disease; and the 
sooner they understand that they have any 
suspicion of tuberculosis, they can secure 
all the aids to diagnosis, then the sooner 
will our tuberculosis schemes justify their 
establishment by procuring for those in- 
fected permanent arrest of the disease.”’ 
The report adds that no appreciable 
reduction in the mortality figures in that 
respect has been brought about in the last 
four years. 


WATER SUPPLIES 


In view of the steady increase in 
auxiliary water supplies in County Dublin, 
the Medical Officer suggests that both city 
and county should be dealt with as a 
common supply for adjacent communities, 
for whom an adequate provision from a 
common source should be made. He sug- 
gests that it is high time that steps were 
taken to expedite the proposed new supply, 
and points to the plight of Finglas as one 
example of the set-back to sanitation and 
general inconvenience caused by inade- 
quate supply within five miles of the 
centre of the city of Dublin, which could 
only be satisfactorily met by an extension 
of a common supply to city and county. 

Gross overcrowding to an extent that 
forces the Board of Health to condone sub- 
letting, and a bombardment of ey orgs NRE 
from residents of houses built by private 
enterprise, are dealt with by Dr. Harbison 
in relation to the general position as 
regards housing in the county. Dundrum, 
Finglas and Lucan, he reveals, provide 
outstanidng examples of the worst 
housing conditions in the suburban areas, 
where there are numerous collections of 
badly-lighted, damp and _ unhealthy 
houses, huddled together without an effort 
at planning. Only by pursuing a rigid 
policy of serving notices and enforcing 
closing orders when new houses are 
erected can it be hoped to improve living 
conditions by the provision of new houses. 


FORCED SUB-LETTING 


“ Sub-tetting has been forced,” states 
the report, “ not merely by the normal 
increase of population, but by the rents 
required in houses formerly erected by 
private enterprise as an investment. Such 
sub-tenants are always anxious to grasp 
houses, however unfit for human habita- 
tion, as an alternative to their terrible 
light of living in overcrowded conditions 
in a a shared by several th 
Such gradation towards proper housing 
Ticumartotation should be rigidly pre- 
vented. The local authority, assisted by 
the State, in its effort to meet the demands 
for housing, must also be bombarded with 
applications for those still residing in

Far too often in the 
course of my inspections have I had to 
face the picture of a family sharing one 
miserable room where all the functions of 


on; where privacy cannot exist; where 
adequate rest for to-morrow’, task is 
impossible; where all the pre-disposing 
causes of debility and opportunities 
for disease abound ; where sickness, when 
it comes is accorded no reasonable chance 
of treatment, and where damp and squalor 
render existence a perpetual misery. The 
toll in physical and mental deterioration, 
in life and health, must be enormous. 

‘Tt is futile to attempt to create a 
healthy nation if fundamental causes of 
ill-health are allowed to remain. The cost 
of housing is, no doubt, a gigantic 
financial problem, but the consequences of 
failure to provide adequate housing will 
be so fundamentally inimical to the life 
and health of the nation, that no future 
effort, however well planned, or expendi- 
ture, however large, will ever repair the 
ravages in natiown! vitality which the con- 
tinuance of existing housing conditions 
will bring about.” 


TOWN-PLANNING 


The need for town-planning is stressed 
by Dr. Harbison, who states that the ques- 
tion is one that requires early and serious 
consideration in the County Dublin, parti- 
cularly in North County Dublin, portions 
of which are densely and indiscriminately 
packed with wooden huts. “ 

‘“‘ In eyery annual report I have written 
for the past six years I have pleaded for 
the combined attention of the two Depart- 
ments (Public Health and Education) to 
these all-important twin subjects of health 
education and physical education. ‘‘ Yet,’’ 
says Dr. Harbison, in reference to mal- 
nutrition in school children, “ there is no 
more sign to-day than there was six years 
ago of any attempt to apply a programme 
of health or physical education in our 
schools. Are we to go on from year to 


year, while extending our school medical 
service to every part of the country, con- 
tenting ourselves with the discovery and 
correction of defects at medical inspections 
which, because of a limited service for the 
purpose, can only be made at long 
intervals? If so, the real aim and object 
of this service can never be attained. 

“I would emphasise the necessity of 
the inclusion in every school programme 
of the teaching and example of wise and 
commonsense domestic management, of a 
sense of food values, of economical 
cookery, and of wise spending on food 
supply.”

A GREAT ADVANCE 


—---- & -—- 


The Social Security Act, which has now 
been signed by President Roosevelt, marks 
an advance in American social legislation 
which would have been inconceivable even 
three or four years ago, remarks The Times 
editorially to-day. It is probable that if 
its provisions had been in force when the 
depression first swept America, the 
economic collapse would have been neither 
so swift nor so complete. Most American 
observers, in spite of the contempt which 
at one time they expressed for the British 
system of unemployment insurance as an 
enervating dole, have become convinced of 
its value in cushioning the depression. 
Legislation on these lines was urgently 
recommended by the President in the mes- 
sage with which he opened the new 
Congress on January 4th. He outlined a 
programme which, because of lost years, 
will take many years to fulfil. Designed 
to provide security of livelihood through 
the better use of the national resources, 
and a security against certain hazards and 
vicissitudes of life, a detailed programme 
sent to Cra a few days later was made 
the basis of the Social Security Bill intro- 
duced by Senator Wagner and now, with 
some changes, becomes law. 

It is an omnibus measure, covering old 
age pensions, unemployment insurance, 
child welfare, pensions to the needy blind, 
and aid to the public health agencies; and 
is to be administered by an independent 
Social Security Board of three members. 
Those of its provisions which assist the 
States in caring for the indigent aged, the 
blind, physically disabled, mothers and 
destitute or neglected children, are to

QUICK TURN OUT 


Within fifteen minutes of the alarm 
being raised all sections of the Fire 
Brigade were racing to Fenian street. The 
printing works, which extend from Fenian 
street back into Boyne street, was even 
then in the grip of the flames, which rose 
forty feet into the sky and lit up the 
surrounding districts in a lurid glow. 

Six or seven lines of hose were im- 
mediately laid on, while police, who had 
reached the scene simultaneously, went 


| methodically about the task of warning 


the residents in the vicinity of the danger 
te their homes. i 

The works, extending over a wide area, 
was a mass oí flame when the water began 
to pour on them, and the combined efíorts 
of al] sections were inadeguate to check 
the outbreak. Attention was mainly 
directed towards preventing a spread of 
the fire to the houses fronting the works 
in Fenian street. 

In the latter district women carrying 
crying children in their arms and half- 
dressed youths ran along the street raising 
the alarm, while police searched the 
tenements from top to bottom to ensure 
that nobody was left behind in the genera] 
evacuation. 

Furniture, clothes and other belongings 
had to be left behind in the rush tosafety. 
In Boyne street many less timid ple 
remained in their homes, althou the 
heat across the narrow street was blister- 


ing. Showers of sparks rained on the 
roofs, threatening, to. cause fresh out- 
breaks. 


PETROL TANK FEAR 


While the fire was in its early stages a 
number of young men residing in the 
vicinity succeeded in taking a number of 
barrels of oil and petrol from the blazing 
building, but fears were expressed among 
the crowds in the street that the heat 
would cause an explosion of a petrol tank 
which, it was stated, was situated in the 
burning mass, 

Now and again there was an outery and 
a rush among the people in the streets as 
portion of the interior crumbled and 
collapsed with a dull roar, or parts of the 
external walls of the works, which were 
believed to have contained a considerable 
quantity of valuable machinery and 
hundreds of tons of stationery and paper, 
crashed inwards to send the flames shoot- 
ing still higher into the night. 

A number of carts in the stables ad- 
joining were salvaged by men in their 
shirt sleeves, and Mr. Burke, whose house 
adjoins the factory, was obliged to leave 
at once, the premises being seriously 
threatened. 


PREMISES CONSUMED 


The original alarm was raised about 
5.15 a.m. by Mr. and Mrs. Moloney, who 
were awakened in their home at Fenian 
street by the noise of the falling timbers, 
Mr. Moloney immediately awakened the 
neighbourhood, rousing the people in the 
houses by smashing the rear windows. 

An hour after the brigade had turned 
the first hose on the flames the factory 
had been entirely consumed, and the bulk 
of the material inside its walls having 
been destroyed, the flames subsided under 
the pressure of the firemen’s efforts.

IR BASIL BLACKETT, the famous 
British Treasury expert, and former 
Finance Member of the Council of State 
for India, was fatally injured in a car 
crash at a level crossing near Giessen 
(Hesse) this. afternoon. | 
Sir Basil, who was going to Heidelberg 
to give a lecture, was accompanied by an 


Eisentraeger. She also was severely 
injured in the crash, and is suffering from 
a aoin collar-bone, two broken legs and 
internal injuries. 

The accident was caused by a gs train 
crashing into the back of Sir Basil's car 
as he was trying to cross the line at a 
spot where there are no barriers. Both he 
and his companion were taken out oí the 
wreckage unconscious, and rushed to Mar- 
burg by ambulance. 

An operation was performed in an effort 
to save Sir Basil's life, but he died shortly 
after three o’clock. He had sustained 
severe internal injuries, resulting from a 
fracture of a number of ribs on the right 
side. 


ACCIDENT DESCRIBED 


A railway official who was travelling on 
the train gave a vivid description of the 
accident. 

“ Sir Basil,” he said, “ was not using 
the ordinary country road, as it was under 
repair. He was driving along a temporary 
track which ran alongside the line for a 
part of the way, and it almost looked as 
though he were trying to race the train for 
part of the time. 

“ The engine-driver blew his whistle in 
warning, but Sir Basil did not appear to 
hear, and turned his car across the line, 
as though he was hoping to get across 
before the train. There was, however, no 
time, and the engine crashed into the rear 
of the car and telescoped it. 

““ An ambulance arrived soon. Dr. Kunz 
did everything he could, and accompanied 
both the injured persons to Marburg, but 
the ambulance. had to drive very slowly, as 
there was a danger that Sir Basil might 
die in the arms of the doctor.”’ 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE 
SHOCKED 


-“ 


“NEVER FETTERED BY 
TRADITION ” 


“TIT am deeply shocked at the news,” 
said Mr. Lloyd George. ‘‘ I have known 
Sir Basil ever since I went to the Treasury 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer in 1908. 


He was then rded as one of the coming 
men in the Civil Service. 
“He always stood for enlightened 


finance. He was never fettered by tradi- 
tion or precedent. He always stood for the 
view that the financial resources of the 
nation should be utilised to the full for 
the advancement of its interests. 

“ I consider his death to be a real blow 
at a moment when a courageous and in- 


| telligent study of the problems of finance 


and of currency is so essential to the safe 
emergence of the world from its present 
economic troubles.’’ 

Sir Basil was a director of the Bank of 
England, and the Hon. Alexander Shaw, a 
fellow-director, said: “ On his return to 
England from India many careers opened 
before him, since his abilities were so well 
understood and prized. While it may be 
said that few, if any, of his colleagues on 
the Bank Court shared all the views which 
he expressed with such frequency and such 
persuasive ‘ability on the question of 
currency and the like, it is, nevertheless, 
true that all found in him a good colleague 
and a loyal friend.’’ 


A GERMAN VIEW 

Commenting on the death of Sir Basil 
Blackett, the Berliner Tageblatt writes: 

“The deceased always distinguished 
himself by his broad outlook on affairs, 
and was deeply convinced of the necessity 
of peaceful co-operation between Europe 
and America. His death is a heavy loss, 
not only for Great Britain.’’ 

Mr. Montagu Norman, Governor of the 
Bank of England, who is on holiday in 
Canada, told Reuter he was “‘horrified’”’ 
to hear of the death of Sir Basil Blackett. 
He said that he and Sir Basil had enjoyed 
a very warm friendship for many years. 

Aged 53, Sir Basil was the son of a 
Nottingham clergyman, and entered the 
Treasury in 1904. In 1913 he was 
appointed Secretary to a Royal Commis- 
sion on Indian Currency, and on the out- 
break of War he went on a special 
mission to the United States in connection 
with exchange problems. A year later he 
accompanied Lord Reading to the United 
States for the flotation of the first 


£100,000,000 Anglo-French loan in the 


War, and was subsequently lent to the 
United States for the formation of a war 
savings organisation. 


IN INDIA 

From 1917 until the end of the War 
Sir Basil was the Treasury representative 
in the United States, and for three years 
after his return home he was Controller 
of Finance at the Treasury. Important 
work was then undertaken by him as 
Finance Member of the Executive Council 
of the Governor-General of India from 
1922 to 1928. 

During Sir Basil’s presence in the 
Indian Legislative Assembly he figured in 
a ‘“‘scene”’ when an attaché case was 
hurled at him from the Press gallery 
during the debate on co-operation with the 
Simon Commission, An apology was later 
made by the thrower. In India he was 
described not unkindly as “ the cheerful 
cherub with the methods of a steam- 
roller.’’ 

Sir Basil went on a financial mission to 
the Malay States in 1933, at the invitation 
of the Colonial Office, to inquire whether 
the Malay States, federated and “un- 
federated, should participate in the profits 
and liabilities of the Currency Commission 
of the Straits Settlements. 

He was created a Knight in 1921. A 
year previously he had married Miss 
Beatrice Bonner, daughter of the late Mr. 
Edward H. Bonner, of New York.

ó ben Stirling Castle, a 25,000-ton. motor 


vessel for the mc. and passenger 
service of the Union Castle Line to South 
and East Africa, was launched from 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff’s No. 1 slip 
at the Queen’s Island, Belfast, to-day. 
The vessel is one of two Union Castle 
mail, passenger and cargo vessels under 
construction at the Queen’s Island. It is 
the largest vessel to be launched in any 
British shipyard since the huge Cunard- 
White Star Queen Mary was launched by 
John Brown and Co. on the Clyde, and, 
with her sister ship, may be the largest 
vessel launched this year. 


NAMING CEREMONY 


The naming ceremony was gracefully 
performed by Mrs. Robertson F. Gibb, wife 
of the Chairman of the Union Castle 
Mail Steamship Company, Ltd. A large 
crowd witnessed the 
the Yard of the building firm and from 
the opposite side of ¢he river. Among 
those who saw the Stirling Castle enter 
the water was the Governor of Northern 


Ireland, the Duke of Abercorn. 

A launching platform was erected 
directly below the towering bows of the 
ship. Mrs. Gibb stood by a small desk, 
and at 11.30, on a signa! from Mr. (harles 
Payne, ie 3S 48 D L.. directs r of Vi essrs. 
Harland and Wolff, she pulled sa small 
lever, which sent a bottle of South 
African wine swinging through the air. 
It crashed on the bow of the vessel, and 
the contents splashed over the new paint 
work. The vessel yas well and truly 
named. 


SUCCESSFUL LAUNCH 


An instant later the first almost impers- 
ceptible movement of the vessel was seen 
as the hydraulic lever was released and the 
vessel settled down on the launching ways. 
Then, with gathering speed, the huge mass 
of metal moved towards the water, amid 
the crunch o} falling timber stays and the 
cheers of the spectators. In a moment 
after reaching the water the bow dipped 
as the vessel floated clear ot the launching 
slip, making a final bow. as it were, to 
the Yard that gave her birth. It was a 
perfect launch, for the huge vessel came 
to a stop within a hundred yards, as the 
chains carrying the strain came into play. 

Four tugs immediately took the new 
vessel in charge, and between pulling and 
pushing maneceuvred her alongside the 
fitting out wharf, where the engines will 
be installed and the interior fittincs and 
decorations completed. The crowd linvered 
for a time admiring the beautiful lines 
of the vessel, which is one of the most 
graceful ever launched at Belfast. 


THE NEW LINER 


The Stirling Castle has a length of 725 
feet over all. There is ample deck space, 
the promenade deck and boat deck both 
being very extensive. The passenger ac- 
commodation is being arranged for twe 
classes—first and cabin—instead of three, 
as in other vessels. Provision is made in 
the first for about 500 passengers. There 
will be a special suite and a number of 
cabins-de-luxe, while the remainder of the 
airy and spacious cabins, in many cases 
with private bathrooms attached, are each 
provided with either one or two cot beds. 

The public rooms—comprising dining 
saloon, lounge, cardroom, drawingroom, 
smoking-room and verandah—will be 
decorated in the modern style, comfort and 
convenience being allied with artistic 
taste. A long gallery will house a well- 
filled library containing books to suit the 
varied tastes of the travelling public. 


CABIN CLASS 


About 500 cabin-class passengers will be 
accommodated in two, three or four-berth 
rooms. The cabin class will be an im- 
provement upon the tourist class standard. 
The public rooms will comprise dining 
saloon, children’s dining saloon, lounge 
(containing a _ library), writing-room, 
children’s playroom, smoking-room and 
verandah, also an outdoor swimming pool. 

The main engines will be of the well- 
known Harland-B. and W. double-acting 
two-cycle type, having ten cylinders, with 
a diameter of 660 mm. and piston stroke of 
1,500 mm., embodying airless injection of 
fuel, uniflow scavenging and tuned exhaust 
system. 

THE LUNCHEON 

Mr. Charles Payne, proposing the toast 
of success to the ‘‘ Sterling Castle’’ at a 
lucheon following the launch, expressed 
regret at the absence of Mr. Rebbeck, 
chairman of Harland and Wolffs, who was 
unable to be present owing to indisposi- 
tion. He extended a hearty welcome to 
Mr. Robertson Gibb, chairman of the 
Union Castle Co., and also the deputy 
chairman, Sir Vernon Thomson, Mr. 
Murray and other members of the firm. 
Mrs. Robertson Gibb deserved a little 
paragraph to herself for the graceful way 
in which she not only named, but launched 
the ‘‘ Sterling Castle.”’ 

He thought he was right in saying that 
since the launch of the ‘‘Queen Mary ” 
the ‘‘ Sterling Castle’’ was the largest 
ship which had been launched in Great 
Britain. The present vessel had a tonnage 
of five times greater than that of the Gaul 
built for their company in 1893. Side by 
side with the wonderful progress 
South Africa had made the Union Castle 
Company had grown until it had become 
one of the principal shipping companies 
of the world, famous for the excellence 
of its service. It was held in affection by 
the travelling public, and with its frequent 
calls at African ports had almost become 
a national institution.

and shipping had never had such a g 
time in their lives. He hoped that day 
was to be an augury not only for the ship- 
builders who constructed the ship, but for 
the shipping company who owned it. Mr. 
Payne had told them of the debt of grati- 
tude his company owed to Donald Currie, 
Lord Perrie and Belfast. He hoped they 
had partly repaid that debt by giving 
Harland and Wolff orders for half-a-dozen 
ships, and he thought. perhaps they were 
rather quits. 
When he saw the Stirling Castle glide so 
gracefully down the slips he felt very proud 
of it. He hoped she would be a great 
success. 
One feature of the Union Castle Line’s 
development had been the motor-ship, and 
before next year they would have no less 
than eleven motor-ships going backwards and 
forwards. So far thev had nothing but the 
most satisfactory experiences with the motor- 
.ships constructed for them by Messrs. Har- 
land and Wolff.

THE BUILDERS 


The toast of “ Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff’’ was proposed by Sir Vernon Thom- 
son, who offered his hearty congratulations 
to those responsible, officials and workmen, 
for the highly successful la-fhch and for the 
admirable arrangements made for it. 

Age coin! in shipbuilding was in the ulti- 
mate dependent upon the prosperity of ship- 
ping.

EDENDERRY, Thursday. 


At the meeting of the Edenderry Town 
Commissioners, Mr. G. O'Connell presiding, 
the report of the Local Government auditor, 
Mr. Curran,. stated that arrears of rent on 
artisans’ dwellings had increased by £00 w 
cent. in two years, ard was attributable 
largely to the Commissioners’ failure to take 
adequate measures for the collection of arrears. 
Notwithstanding Article 11 of the Publir 
Bodies Order, pavirents amounting to £1,322 
4s. 6d. in respect of repayment of loans pro- 
perly chargeable to revenue were made out of 
the housing loan account. 

During the audit it was observed that there 
had been a tendency on the part of the Com- 
missioners to usurp the duties and functions 
of the Town Clerk, notably in the matter of 
ordering goods and giving instructions. 

The Chairman said that public notice of the 
audit had appeared in the Press stating that 
it would open at 12 o’clock on a certain date. 
That day he (Chairman) waited for an hour 
after the time stated, but the auditor did not 
appear. He endeavoured to get in touch with 
Mr. Curran several times during the audit, 
which lasted three weeks, but could not do 
go. The Town Clerk was never in a position 
to tell him when he could see the auditor. 

The Chairman proposed a resolution to the 
effect that Messrs. Judge, Mangan, Killally 
end O'Kelly be appointed a committee to deal 
with tho auditor's report, and that the Town 
Clerk bring to her office in the Town Hall all 
the official books and documents and place 
them at the disposal of the committee. Also, 
‘that she furnish, in writing, full particulars 
as to how and when the Commissioners 
usurped her functions and give reference to 
minutes giving her authority to issue pay- 
ments out of the housing loans to meet obliga- 
tions on the general account.

Yesterday afternoon, a staff of steeplejacks 
of the firm of William Hunter and Sons, 
Dublin, began the erection of a scafford at 
the front wall, which is still standing in a 
dangerous condition, It is hoped to have this 
wall down by to-morrow, after which other 


dangerous portions of the ruin will be 


demolished. 

The section of Stephen street immediately 
in front of the ruined shops has been closed 
to all traffic, and barricades have been erected 
across the carriage way. 

The shops in front of the burned building, 
which had paint, glass and stocks destroyed, 
have been shuttered up, and their business is 


stopped.

Stephenson Puzzles Tourists : 


Yorks Defeat Derby

F. WALTERS, the Worcestershire 
captain, will be unable to play for 

é England in the final Test match 
against South Africa at the Cval to-morrow. 
Atter being out of twelve matches, Walters 
reappeared against Kent at Worcester on 
July ól, and scored 118 and 94. In the 
tollowing game, against Essex at Chelms- 
ford, however, he injured his thumb, and 
has not bé since. While giving his 
damaged hand a try out he again hurt his 
thumb, and, as a result, he withdrew from 
the England team. His place will be taken 
by E..R. T. Holmes, of Surrey. 

R. E. S. Wyatt, the England captain, 
fielded in the slips with his feft hand ban- 
daged when Surrey went in to bat at 
Kdgbaston yesterday. He also opened the 
bowling, so that there ean be no doubt 
about his fitness for the Test match. 

Nearly all day at Southend the South 
Africans were fighting with their backs to 
the wall, and at tea they were in a really 
awkward positfon, for, with five of their best 
second innings wickets down, they led Essex 
by no more than 64. Just over an hour 
earlier the tourists’ plight was, indeed, 
desperate, for, facing arrears of 52, they 
had lost Mitclrell, Siedle, Rowan and Wade 
with only 20 runs on the board. 

The collapse, reminiscent of the first 
innings, was again due to Stephenson, who 
took three of the first four wickets at a 
cost of three runs each. The tourists 
could not cope with the swerve he imparted 
to the ball, and Siedle and Wade were com- 
pletely nonplussed by deliveries which 
swung violently in from the off. 

Essex, unfortunately, had no man to back 
up Nichols and Stephenson, and so, when 
they were rested, Nourse and Dalton made 
merry on a pitch which played easily. At 
the end of the day Essex, with nine wickets 
in hand, required 148 to win. 


WORTHINGTON HURT 


Yorkshire beat Verbyshire by ten wickets 
at Scarborough, and thus gained their six- 
teenth championship victory. Derbyshire 
were handicapped by the absence of Wor- 
thington, who was taken to hospital suffer- 
ing trom a broken jaw sustained when at- 
tempting to “omg a ball from Jacques, but, 
even so, Derby gave a very moderate dis- 
play in both innings. They were com- 
pelled to follow-on 171 behind, and, although 
they avoided the innings defeat, they never 
shaped like offering resistance to the York- 
shire attack. 

A fourth wicket partnership between 
Tyldesley and Paynter, producing 236 runs 
in two hours and fifty minutes—the best 
for Lancashire this season—enabled Lan- 
cashire to run up a big score against Sussex 
at Old Trafford. Both batsmen, who took 
the fullest liberties with an attack in which 
Tate took very little part, hit their first 
century of the season, Tyldesley’s being the 
102nd in first-class cricket. 

Paynter’s effort was rather adventurous. 
He narrowly escaped being caught and 
bowled by J. Parks when 42, and he should 
have been run out by Cook at 46. He hit 
a 6 and eleven 4's. Tyldesley, who batted 
three and three-quarter hours and hit thir- 
teen 4’s, was missed by Hammond at slip 
when 70. Forceful driving and pulling 
characterised the play of both bastmen.

The competition of the setilement, tended to 
restrict dealings on the London Stock markets 
yesterday, and in consequence quiet conditions 
prevailed almost generally. Considerable 
profit-taking, following the recent sustained 
advances in prices, developed in several 
directions, especially in the Industrial market, 
among issues which. have been popular of late. 
The Board of Trade returns for July were 
pleasing, and stimulated a little support, but 
as a whole the tone was easier, with dulness 
noticeable in places. 

Gilt-edged securities remained out of favour 
and further liquidation, due to political 
factors, was encountered early in the day. 
Towards the close, however, buyers were 
attracted by the lower rates, and the market 
rallied and prices, although lower in most 
instances, finished above the worst. The out- 
standing movement in the Foreign Bond 
section was a good recovery in Brazilians, as 
a result of repurchasing by bears. Other de- 
scriptions attracted little attention, but 
Japanese again displayed firmness, and 
Peruvian Corps were maintained. Germans 
continued on offer, and at the finish a fresh 
loss of 3 to 393 was noted in the Young Loan. 

Among British Rails, London Transport 
‘“G"' received fresh support, and added 4 to 
100, ;but other issues were almost neglected 
and. prices where changed were lower. There 
was no. widening interest in Foreign Rails, 
but the tendency was steady, and, except 
losses in a couple of Argentine stocks, values 
were unaltered. Among Colonials, Canadian- 
Pacifies wera again a firm feature, and more 
attention was given to Grand Trunk issues.

Base 
metal shares moved narrowly, and closed 
fairly steady. In sympathy with other de- 
partments, the Oil Share market was con- 
siderably less active, and most issues drooped.

A View of the Rubbet Stock Problem 


In its monthly reyjieW, a leading firm of 
Stock Exchange dealers makes a detailed 
survey of the problems connected with the 
reduction of rubber stocks. On a conserva- 
tive estimate of world consumption during 
1935 of 900,000 tons, it is pointed out that 
the aggregate stock reduction this year would 
be in the neighbourhood of 65,000 tons. If 
consumption is maintained fot the rest of the 
year at the level registered in the correspond- 
ing period of 1934, world stocks should be 
eaten into to the extent of 80,000 tons. 
Whichever estimate is favoured, the review 
considers that either result must be regarded 
as an inadequate approach to the primary 
objective of the regulation plan. The smail 
reduction in world stocks to date, together 
with the recorded decline in consumption, 
create a situation that cannot be passively 
accepted. Unless the July returns provide 
marked evidence of improvement, some posi- 
tive action by the International Committee 
appears unavoidable. As to the form this 
action should take, there is no lack of counsel 
from those who would ruthlessly press on 
restriction in defiance of all sound economic 
principles,, and from others whose measures 
would speedily disrupt the scheme itself. The 
review urges the International Committee to 
declare at their next meeting that it is their 
settled resolve to enforce such a measure of 
restriction as will ensure a reduction in world 
stocks by 3lst December of not less than 
100,000 tons. The effects of such a decision 
would be immediately evident on the market, 
the main cause of uncertainty and weakness 
would have been removed, prices would be 
lifted out of the rut into which they had 
fallen, and the basis laid of a steady improve- 
ment. The precise amount of adjustment 
that may be called for, if any, can at present 
only be roughly conjectured, but it looks as 
if an additional cut of at least 5 per cent. 
will be necessary. On this year’s quota a 
5 per cent. cut in the last quarter of the year 
would relieve stocks to the extent of about 
13,000 tons. 
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New De Beers Scheme Expected Soon 


In the Mining markets De Beers are meet- 
ing with a steady demand, the Defd. being 
notably favoured. The buying is due mainly 
to the recent news that diamond sales in 
America are on the increase, but another in- 
fluence, says the Hvening Standard, is the 
belief that a new scheme will shortly be 
issued to deal with the Pref. arrears.

JEWESS REFUSES TO

SCENE AT FAMILY 
CONFERENCE 


The story of the refusal of a young Jewess, 
at. a family conference, to give up her inten- 
tion of marrying a Portuguese naval officer 
and of renouncing her faith was told 
at Newcastle County Court, England, yes- 
terday, when Rose Messing (26) was awarded 
£70 damages against her brother, Hyman 


Messing, of Osborne road, Newcastle, for 
injury. 
iss Messing gave her address as the Port- 


land Hotel, Newcastle, and said that she 
formerly lived with her family at Elswick 
road, Newcastle. 

Mr. Swinburn G. Wilson (for Miss Méss- 
ing) said that the girl and a Portuguese 
officer had become infatuated, and intended 
to marry. They were to: live in ‘Portugal, 
and the girl was to renounce her faith. The 
girl’s family wrote a letter to the commander 
of the sloop on which the officer was serving 
asking him to persuade the officer to give up 
his intention of marrying the girl. She was 
called to a 7 a.m. family conference, and her 
brother askéd her to swear on a prayer-book 
and by memorv of their dead father not to 
marry the officer. When she refused to take 
this oath he twisted her arm and, just as his 
mother was about to intervene, knocked his 
sister to the floor with a blow in the mouth, 

Miss Messirg, in evidence, said that she 
was left on the floor for twenty minutes. 
Then she left the house and went to a doctor. 

Dr. H. Shockett, of Rye hill, Newcastle, 
said that as a result of the blow there was a 
wound on Miss Messing’s upper lip which 
necessitated two stitches. It had left a per- 
manent scar. Her wrist was sprained and 
two of her teeth loosened. 

Hyman Messing, in evidence, said that his 
sister attempted to strike her seventy-two 
years old mother, and he intervened, using 
just as much force as was necessary. 

When ‘Judge Thesiger asked Emanuel 
Messing, another brother, why his sister was 
left lying injured on the floor, the witness 
replied that he was attending to his mother. 
No one attended to his sister—who did not 
deserve any sympathy. 

Judge Thesiger said that he was satisfied 
that Miss Messing’s story was, on the whole; 


true. It was a wicked assault, whatever 
justification there might have been in 
objecting to the marriage. _ ‘‘To inflict a 


blow which necessitated two stitches and. will 
leave a scar for life is bad enough to do to 
anyone, but to do it to one’s sister makes 
one feel that one must moderate one's 
language before one says too much."

DIPLOMAT IN A SCUFFLE

BELFAST, Thursday. 


URTHER riot cases were heard in the 
Belfast Custody Court to-day, before 
Mr. H. Toppin, ; 

Francis Fivnn Methuen street, was charged 
with breaking and entering the licensed pre- 
mises of Joseph “Mallon, York street, with 
intent to commit a felony, 

Constable Chandler stated that about 2.50 
p.m. on July 14 he was on duty in York 
street. He saw a crowd of thirty or forty 
men. .He noticed one man especially, who 
was, the prisoner. Flynn, leading the crowd, 
came to witness and asked if they could have 
a drink there, meaning Mallon’s publichouse, 
Witness replied in the negative, and the ac- 
cused man replied: “ Well, we will have a 
drink in spite of you.” At the same time 
Flynn turned round to the rest of the crowd 
and shouted: ‘‘Come on, boys, and take the 
guns off them.” 

Witness now made an attempt to draw his. 
baton. The whole crowd immediately there- 
upon rushed in upon witness and Constable 
Moutray. The prisoner pushed witness up 
against the wall of the licensed premises and 
said: “Hí you make any movements we will 
shoot you.” 


CROWD SCATTERS 


Flynn then shouted to the rest of the 
crowd, ‘‘Come on, boys, put the door in/”’ 
He made a race at the door with his shoulder, 
and threw himself several times against it. 
He also used his right foot to break the 
door, Some person at the back of the crowd 
shoated: ‘‘Here is a Lancia coming,” and 
the crowd scattered in all directions. 

The prisoner, continued witness, went up 
Brougham street. Witness followed him, 
but lost him in the crowd. He returned to 
the premises of Joseph Mailon and examined 
them. He found the bottom portion of the 
door had been forced. The frame had been 
pulled away from the brickwork. 

On August 14 at 11.15 witness saw the 
accused man sitting at the back of the Cus- 
tody Court, and recognised him as the man 
he had seen on July 14. He arrested him. 
The prisoner, when cautioved, said: “I will 
make no statement until I see my solicitor.”’ 

Cross-examined, Constable Chandler said 
that the accused man was a stranger to him 
until the day referred to. One man joined 
Fivnn in attacking the door. The others were 
quite close to them. The crowd overpowered 
witness at the corner. He identified the ac- 
cused man by his face. The identification 
parade took place in the evening. 

A remand was granted for a week, bail 
being refused. 


REMANDED 


Four other men were charged on remand :— 

Peter Marsella, York street, had been 
charged with having in his possession a pin- 
fire pistol without a certificate. 

Dominico Marsella, York street, had been 
charged with Themas Erin with having had 
in his possession a revolver and 17 rounds 
of .450 and nine rounds of .380 revolver 
ammunition.

When the cases were called District-In- 
spector Shillington said that he wanted a 
further remand, as they had not yet got the 
Attornevy-General’s permit.

CICERO, PLINY AND 
LUCULLUS 


THEIR PLEASURE 
PALACES AT TUSCULUM 


a on 


T is a well-known fact that the ancient 
Rowans were great admirers of nature, 
and were always attracted by peaceful 

and leisurely country life. It is possib] 
owing to the rural origin of Rome that in all 
its social strata we meet a characteristic 
tendency towards rustic life. 

However, emperors, generals, senators ind 
all the leading political men could no go too 
far from Rome. While some people, fond of 
the sea, chose Ostia as their holiday resort, 
Tivoli, on the other hand, became the meeting 
place of country-lovers. Yet unanimous pre- 
ference was given to Tusculum, where the 
cool breeze coming from the nearby moun- 
tains was extremely restful after the intense 
work and the many worries of public life. 


TO TUSCULUM 

The road called Tuscolana leads to Tuscu- 
lum and runs between the Latin and Labicana 
highroads, reaching the lower slopes of the 
hills, once dominated by imposing villas and 
large temples, At the end of the Tuscolana, 
2,000 feet above sea level, surrounded by 
huge walls, stood the Acropolis of the famous 
town, whose legendary origins are still told 
and believed there. 

_The town was soon surrounded by luxurious 
villas of wealthy Romans. Here, in the midst 
of cool, shady woods, one could enjoy a 
wonderful view of the opposite mountains of 
Rocca di Papa and of Rome, and in the far 
distance one could perceive the sea of Ostia, 
the Castelli Romani, and the vast plain domi- 
nated by Mount Soracte. Cato, Sallustius, 
Marcus Lucullus, Brutus, Anthony, Claudius, 
Pliny, Agrippina, and many other famous 
Romans had their villas here. The most 
sumptuous one, however, was the one of 
Cicero, where the great orator wrote his 
letters, therefore called ‘ Tuscolanae.”” <A 
great admirer of the Greek fashions, C“-ero 
built on the grounds of his large villa two

A MARVELLOUS SIGHT 


During its most glamorous period ‘Tusculum 
certainly must have offered a marvellous 
sight. seen from the Latin road, with its 
hills gently sloping towards: Home. ‘The 
theatre is still extraordinarily well preserved ; 
the amphitheatre, although partly hidden by 
trees, is clearly visible; the large rooms of 
the villas are almost undamaged. On this 
hill the glamour of Rome reached its zenith, 
and still today the visitor is compelled to 
feel all around the atinosphere of the great 
Latin civilisation. 

The road leading to Tusculum is still the 
ancient Via Latina; one admires here the 
beautiful villa Aldobrandini, a masterpiece 
cf seventeenth century Roman architecture. 
One can also reach Tusculum from Frascati 
on a road bordered with pine-tree woods, a 
winding road showing here and there in the 
distance the glittering sea, and further. on 
Rome in all its imposing beauty under the 
clear sky and in bright sunshine. 

The site of the villa that Lucullus had at 
Tusculum has been lost. A tomb at the 
entrance of Frascati still bears his name, 
aud it is known that his villa stood near 
that of Cicero, who was accustomed to 
borrow books and fetch them with his own 
hand from the library of his friend, Lucullus, 
who gratified his natural taste for luxury 
with an ostentatious display of magnificence 
that rendered his name proverbial, owned 

ardens laid out in a style of extraordinary 
splendour in the immediate suburbs of Rome, 
and besides his villa at Tusculum, a still 
more remarkable one in the neighbourhood 
of Naples. The latter, with its parks, fish- 
ponds, baths, and gardens, cost him such 
vast sums of money that Pompey in derision 
had called him the Roman Xeres. 

Pliny, a kind and benevolent man, fond of 
literary pursuits and of building on and im- 

roving his estates, was rich, and 
iberally. It is known that he owned many 
villas, including one at Tusculum, but its 
remains have not been positively identified.

DECLARATION that the Labour 
Party would not be associated with 
any scheme of protection from air raids 
which provided for the rich and not for 
the poor, was made by Treasurer Dollan at 
yesterday's meeting of Glasgow Corpora- 
tion, which is Labour controlled. 
Despite strenuous opposition from the 
LL.P. group, the Corporation decided to 
remit the Government’s circular on air 
raid precautions to a special committee for 
investigation. 
Mr. Joseph Taylor (1.L.P.) contended 
that the Government proposal was simply 
a smoke-screen, behind which they could 
o on with their increased expenditure on 
avy, Army and Air Force. He moved 
that they call on the Government to take a 
lead in the abolition of aerial bombing, 
believing that this was the most effective 
way of safeguarding citizens. 
The scheme, he contended, was an 
attempt to create a deluston that the civil 
population could be protected against such 
attacks. All the evidence was to the 
contrary. 
Mr. Taylor quoted instructions issued by 
the Government to dockyard men. It was 
suggested, he said, that when certain gases 
were dropped from the air they should 
attire themselves in flannel. With a certain 
other gas they should immediately immerse 
in a bath or water of some kind. With 
another gas they had to be '' desert dry.” 
“ The inference is,” continued Mr. Taylor, 
‘‘that when the enemy bomber comes 
across he will very kindly send a postcard 
to say what kind of gas he is going to 
use.” 


BY AEROPLANE IN SIX 


HOURS 


Treasurer Dollan, who supported the 
matter being referred to a special com- 
mittee, said that it was possible for 
Glasgow to be reached by aeroplane 
within six hours from the Northern part 
of Europe. If the possibility of an air 
raid was to be regarded in the same light 
as an outbreak of a disease, all set pe 
in the city would have to be afforded some 
protection; if any protection was to be 
provided it would apply equally to all 
classes.
